Polar Plateau, at Last.

It was good 
to see it after the months we had 
wondered about it and the hun- 
dreds of times we had asked our- 
selves if we would ever be lucky 
enough to reach it. 

To the left were great mountain 
masses looming high @bove our 
“level. I would hesitate to estimate 
their altitude, but they were very 
high since at this place the plateau 
itself was about 10,000 feet above 
sea level. McKinley’s photo- 
graphs must tell the story. 

Beyond this masg were separate 
peaks of various shdpes running to 
the southeast. But could one say 
they ran that way? Though they 
might continue in the same gencra! 
line, so topsy turvey is direction 
here that in 150 miles they would 
be running north of east. That is 
what happens near the pole, 

There was one great isolated 
peak completely snow-covered and 
looking like a great inverted white 
porcelain bowl. Back of us running 
east and west along the rim of 
the plateau were enormous peaks 
lifting their heads high into the 
air. es 

New Mountain Range. 


I looked over to the right, There 
was a new mountain range in the 
distance running north and south, 
anew bit of land to add to ithe map 
of the world. McKinley would 
shoot it with his camera. We felt 
it was worth while bringing him 
for that alone. It occurred to me 
as I looked around at the moun- 
tains that they must fringe the 
whole plateau—nature’s great dam 
holding the ice snow there. At 
present we can only guess what is 
beneath that great ice cap and 
what is its depth. It is one of the 
worli’s Mysteries. That imaginary 
point—the South Pole—is in the 
center of an uplifted plain hund- 
reds of miles in diameter, a mag- 
nificent edifice seemingly built to 
make more inviolable the tiny spot 
which we were seeking. 

The plateau seemed to . range 
from 7000 to 11,000 feet -in alti- 
tude. Beyond the new mountain 
mass we. saw a small peak, ‘stick- 
ing up through the great expanse 
of snow——a very lonely little black 
speck. It was hard to realize it 
was the top ‘probably of a moun- 
tain about 9000 feet above sea 
level. 


On we went flying at the rate of 
100 miles an hour toward our 
goal. Our drift indicator showed 
a wind from the left. We had to 
head the Floyd Bennett a dozen 
degrees to the left in order to fly 
straight south. It was impossible 
to tell our exact altitude above the 
plateau and therefore not easy to 
get our actual ground speed as it 
would have been over water or ice 
near sea level. 

But there was a way. With a 


istopwatch we noted the time it took 


a crevasse, sastrugi or . smoke 
bomb beneath to run the length 
of a twelve-inch wire in the bot- 
tom of the plane. And turning 
north we took the time over the 
same object in the same manner. 
Then with simple mathematics, 
the speed could be calculated. To 
do this we had to open a two-foot 
trap door. The strong wind com- 
ing up through it quickly numbed 
the face of the observer.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—‘You (the

McManus for the murder of Arnold 
Rothstein. 

Supporting her declaration that 
McManus was being “framed” she 
declared positively that McManus 
was not the man she saw in room 
349 on the night of Nov. 4, 1928, 
when Rothstein was shot. 

McManus was asked to stand up 
for identification. 

“Is that the man you saw in 
room 349 that night?” demanded 
the prosecutor. ‘No, it is not,” 
shouted Bridget. |; 

Bridget wore a bright green 
dress, gold slippers. silver stockings 
and a green band around her mop 
of heavy black hair. She spoke 
with a decided brogue and was the 
most combative witness the State 
hascyet attamnmtad: to, handle.

Her testimony tollowed that of 
another boomerang State witness, 
James Meeham, a betting commis- 
sioner, who was Rothstein‘’s com- 
panion the night he was shot, tes- 
tified that on the night of Nov. 4, 
1928, he left Rothstein in front of 
Lindy’ s restaurant at Broadway and 
Fifteenth street at 10:35 p. m. It 
was less than half an hour later 
that Rothstein was mysteriously 
shot. * 

Meehan said when they parted 
Rothstein had a short-barreled .3&- 
caliber revolver in his right-hand 
coat pocket.

She testified she was 
assigned to the third floor of. the 
Park Central and that she visited 
Room 349 “three or four times” on 
Nov. 4, 1928, “‘to see about a check- 
out.” 

The man in the room, whom she 
knew as “Mac,”

“was there was about 10:20 p. m. 
‘‘Mac” and two other men were 
there. A woman telephoned while 
she was in there and asked for 
“Mr. Richards.” The call was 
turned over to “‘Mac.” 

It was at this point that Bridget 
was asked if “Mac” was McManus 
and she replied ‘‘No!” 

Won’t Swear He Wasn’t There. 

Would she swear under oath 
that McManus wasn’t in that room? 
No, she wouldn't want to do that. 
Yes, she had identified Wc Manus in 
the Tombs because they “told her 
who he was.”’ She admitted she saw 
bottles and glasses in Room 349. 
She said when she “O.K'd” the 
room at 10:25 o'clock she saw the 
two men leaving.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—A piti- 
able figure by reason of his man- 
ifest illness, William 8S. Vare, in a 
drar-atic session of the Senate 
today, pleaded with the Senate to 
allow him the seat to which he 
was elected on the Republican 
ticket from Pennsylvania three 
years ago. 

One found it hard to think, today 
of Vare as the beneficiary of that 
“golden primary” of 1926, in which 
nearly $800,000 was spent on Le- 
half of his candidacy. He was a 
man prematurely old, with sparse 
gray hair, speaking a prepared 
piece in a high thin voice that 
weakened perceptibly as he went 
on. 

More than one Senator, har- 
rowed by the spectacle, turned his 
face away from the speaker. 


The interest was more in Vare 
himself than in what he said. 


Plainly he was able to,stand and 
‘{spéak cnly with an immense effort 


of the will. His physician, Dr. 
John Shaw, who had been admitted 
to the floor by unanimots consent, 
sat close by him, fs him 
intently. 


Mrs. Vare in Gallery. 


Near the middle of his 20-minute 
speech his voice thickened, and 
none in the audience would. have 
been surprised to see him collapse. 
But he continued doggedly, and as 
he neared the end spoke with a 
semblance of vigor. 

Whatever may be thought of 
Vare’s right to be a Senator of the 
United States, his performance to- 
day was a credit to his courage and 
determination. 

In the reserved gallery sat Mrs. 
Gifford Pinchot, wife of the former 
Governor of Pennsylvania, whom 
Vare defeated for the senatorial 
nomination. Just back of her was 
Vare’s daughter, Mrs. William Kipp 
fof Atlantic City, with her husband. 
Alone in the first row was Mrs. 
Vare. As her husband spoke her 
lips moved as if in prayer. 

In the gallery across the Cham- 
ber was William B. Wilson, former 
Secretary of Labor, the Democratic 
candidate for the Senate whom 
Vare defeated on the face of the 
returns and who is now contesting 
the election. 


Hears Norris Denounce Him. 

As Vare entered the chamber at 
noon, accompanied by his doctor 
and by Senator Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, Serfator Norris (Rep.). Neb- 
raska, author of the resolution de- 
claring Vare'’s seat vacant because 
of excessive and fraudulent expen- 
ditures in the primary of 1926, was 
engaged in a terrific denunciation 
of the methods by which Vare had 
been nominated and elected. 

“The evidence of fraud in the 
election,” Norris was saying in im- 
passioned tones “make you blush 
to think that such contemptible and 
disgraceful things can happen un- 
der our flag. The election reeks 
with corruption.” 

Vare came in weakly, leaning On 
his cane. He passed to the front 
of the chamber and shook hands 
with several Democratic Senators— 
Robinson of Arkansas, Wagner of 
New York, McKellar of Tennessee, 
Overman of North Carolina, Waish 
of Montana and Copeland of New 
York.

Lieut. E. G. Schmidt 
Crashes to Earth at Good- 
water, Ala., When Safety 
Device Fails to Open.

MOSCOW, Dec. 4.—Soviet Rus- 


sia, in a formal note dispatched 
to Washington yesterday through 
French diplomatic channels, char- 
acterized the move by Secretary of 
State Stimson to mobilize public 
opinion throughout the world 
against Russo-Chinese _ hostilities 
as an “unjustified and unfriendly 
act.”’ 

“The Soviet Government is 
amazed,” the note says, “that the 
Government of the United States. 
which by its own desire hag no 
official relation with the Russian 
Government, deems it possible to 
offer advice and coungel as to how 
the Russo-Chinese controversy over 
the Chinese Exstern . Railway 
should be settled.” 

The Russian note goes on to 
state in language unusually em- 
phatic for a diplomatic communica- 
tion that the Soviet will not tol- 
erate any outside interference and 
that the Russo-Chinese conflict 
can be settled only by direct nego- 
tiations between Moscow and Muk- 
den. 

The Kellogg pact for the re- 
nunication of war as an instrument 
of national policy, of which both 
Russia and China are signatories 
and which the United States in- 
voked in its communication to 
Russia and China to all 53 signa- 
tories of it, does not. the Soviet 
note points out, give the right of 
any of its signatories to function 
as protector of the pact. 

The communication adds that 
the Soviet Government~- - never 
agreed that any power should pro- 
claim for itself such rights, either 
individually or by agreement’ with 
other countries.

This 
will enable the measure to go to 
the printers late tonight and en- 
able its consideration on the House 
floor the first thing tomorrow. 

Iowa to Oppose Cat. 

Congressman Ramseyer of lowa, 
a Republican committee member, 
announced he propose! to file a 
minorty report opposing the tax 
measure. He said that, according 
to his figures, tt would “run us into 
the red.” His opposition is the 
first that has been announced to 
the tax reduction plan. 

After Undersecretary Mills had 
concluded his prepared statement, 
Congreseman Garner of Texas, the 
Democratic House leader and 
senior minority member af the 
committee, said he had spoken of 
an uncertainty tn the estimates. 
Mills replied that previously he 
had been over-optimistic on 1928 
estimates but asserted the prospec- 
tive surplus was reasonably ade- 
quate to provide a margin of safety 
for the progrant. 

The Hawley resolution to pro- 
vide for a flat 1 per cent reduction 
on corporation and normal indi- 
vidual fncomes of 1929, on which 
the committee is holding hearings, 
followed, Mills sald, President Hoo- | 
ver’s recommendations and is ap- 
proved by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Although party leaders in both 
Houses have agreed gto the plan, 
Mills explained the Treasury hadi 
been confronted with the difficul- 
ty of determining the business 
trend of the current calendar year 
and of forecasting the business 
trend of the coming year in arriv- 
ing at the amount of reduction 
that could be allowed. 

Features of the Measure. ° 

The features of the measure 
were, he said, that it limits the 
new rates to one year—a novelty 
in income tax legislation in this

The reasons for limited revision

“Looked at from this standpoint, 
the margin of safety is reasonably 
adequate. The Treasury Depart- 
ment feels, therefore, that the tax- 
payers should receive the benefit 
of those prospective surpluses in 
the form of tax reduction.” 
Surplus Recurring or “Temporary. 

Mills explained that a Treasury 
surplus may be recurring or tem- 
porary. but that the estimated sur- 
pluses of 1930 and 1931 “seem to 
fall in the second class.” 

“Moreover,” he continued, “the 
problem of estimating future reve- 
nue is attended by extraordinary 
difficulties at the present time, due 
to the existance of a number of 
factors the effect of which it is 
almost impossible to foresee.” 

$90,000,000 Corporation Cut. 

Although explaining the chief 
beneficiaries of the measure would 
be wage-earning and salaried em- 
ployes, he said about $90,000,000 
would be slashed off corporation 
taxes and $70,000,000 off individ- 
ual income taxes.

| HUNT FOR CLEW IN 
MOGLER MURDER 
IN VAIN THUS FAR 


Detective Chief Kaiser 
Thinks Confession Likely 
to Be Only Hope of 
Clearing Up Mystery. 


The murder of Joseph Mogler, 
State Senator, movie theater own- 
er, bondsman and friend of gang- 
sters, was as much a mystery today 
as it was Monday morning when he 
was shot down in.the foyer of his 
Mogier Theater, 3936 North Ninth 
street, by one of two masked men 
who lay in wait for him. 

Chief of Detectives Kaiser frank- 
ly admitted that aN available lines 
of investigation tnuu ovoeen ex- 
hausted. “‘We have questioned 
everybody who seemed to know 
anything about Joe Mogler and his 
affairs,” Chief Kaiser said, “and 
all we have is theories.’ Uniess 
somebody comes forward with 
some new information, the case 
wil] probably go down as an un- 
solved crime.” | 

Two theories are uppermost in 
the minds of the investigators, both 
based on the supposition that the 
Senator was killed in revenge. One 
group holds to the belief the mur- 
der grew out of Mogler’s activity 
in signing bonds and interceding 
for paroles; that the slayer was a 
hired assassin or a man to whom 
a favor had been refused or sup- 
posed the Senator had failed to 
give promised assistance. The 
other group holds to the belief that 
Mogier was killed over rome griev- 
ance, real or fancied, held against 
him by one of his many women 
friends. 

Thinks Confession Only Hope. 

“If we get anywhere in the case,”’ 
Chief Kaiser said, “we will have 
to get some pretty definite infor- 
mation, probably through one of 
Mogler’s friends, If the _ slavers 
are captured, we have little hope 
that they will be identified. If 
ne 
will have toe obtain a confession 
somew here.” 

Detective Sergt. Thomas Moraun, 
who has questioned dozens of 
friends and acquaintances of the 
Senator, men and women, business 
men and gangsters, said 
“The case seems to be over the 
heads of everybody I taiked to; I 
don’t believe any of them know 
anything about it.” Moran is hepe- 
ful that some clew may be pro- 
duced when Mogier’s safety, deposit 
box is opened Friday. He reported 
to Chief Kaiser that Mrs. Mogler’s 
lawyer, Murtha J. Hackett, had 
agreed that the detective should be 
present when the box is opened. 
Hackett, however, declined to open 
the box before the funeral be- 
cause ot Mrs. Mogier’s iliness. 

Moran today investigated a re- 


| port that Mogier had accepted a 


fee from a woman saloonkeeper of 
East St. Louis and had failed to 
obtain a parole for her son, a con- 
vict in the Missouri penitentiary. 


The detective teported that his in-| 


vestigation developed nothing to 
connect the alleged transaction 
with the murder. 

Hundreds View Body. 

Moran spent four hours last 
night at the Kron undertaking 
establisument, 2707 North Grand 
boulevard, where Mogier’s body 
lay in state, hoping to pick up some 
clew from the conversation there. 
About 400 persons passed through 
the place, persons from all walks 
of life. Some came in expensive 
and seme, shabbily 
dressed, on foot with children. 

In the crowd were State Sena- 
tors and Representatives, Circuit 
Judges and familiar faces from the 
City Hall and the Municipal Courts 
Building. Conversation dwelt on 
the numerous theories in the case 
and on Mogler’s charitable acts. 
Some recalled how the Senator had 
sent a load of coal to a poor fam- 
ily early in the present cold spell 
and recalled previous acts of a 
like kind. “Littl Joe was a good 
fellow who liked everybody,” was 
the tenor of the conversation. 
Among the visitors was Circuit 
Judge Calhoun who recalled that 
some years ago Mogler was bul- 
lied into signing bail bonds 
Egan gangsters after he had signed 
a bond for an enemy Hogan gang- 
ster as a favor to a politician 
friend. 

Bullet May Give Clew. 

Detectives puzzled over the ap- 
parently trivial question of what 
became of the bullet with which 
Mogiler was killed until this morn- 
ing when an attendant at the 
Morgue, under instructions from 
Ceroner Dever, examined the 
clothing taken from Mogler’s body 
and discovered the lead slug ad- 


hering to the scarf which the Sen- | 


ator had worn about his neck. 

It was a 45-caliber oullet which 
apparently had been fired from a 
revolver, and may prove valuable 
for the purposes of comparison in 
the event a suspect with a re- 
volver is arrested.

us. Instead of flying 100 miles 
an hour over the plateau we were 
making only 84 or 85 miles an 
hour. This was a disappointment. 
It would take us longer to reach 
the pole than we had. calculated 
but we would come back faster. 


We took a look back at the 
mountains and, when we saw their 
great height, realized we must be 
very careful to allow for the wind. 


Unless we reached our pass or the 
Axel Heiberg glacftr to fly through 
down to the barrier we might be 
trapped by mountains we could not 
scale. There were many very im- 
portant reasons then why the wind 
drift indicator and the sun com- 
pass should be used with the great- 
est care and why Balchen and June 
should steer carefully. Suppose 
the clouds should close in around 
the mountains before our return? 
That would indeed trap us. But 
it was one of the chances we had 
to take. 

The character of the plateau sur- 
face varied greatly from time to 
time. We saw to the left the foot 
of a magnificent glacier running 
down from the mountains and 
showing chaotic masses of crev- 
assed ice shining blue against the 
white snow.

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formed sastrugi, arrow-shaped, op- 
pearing hard with knife edges and 
giistening more in the sun than 
other snow surfaces. That area 
must have been one of violent 
winds. Landing there would have 
been like landing among rocks. It 
was in great contrast to the sur- 
face we reached later which was 
smooth and had the appearance of 
soft snow in an area of light winds. 
Unable to Shoot the Sun. 

While the mountains were still 
looming large on the left, we at- 
tempted a shot of the sun with the 
sextant to get its altitude and so 
give us a sun line that would cut 
our line of flight and at the point 
of intersection tell us what the sun 
had to say about our progress. But 
the air was not smooth enough and 
the 525 horsepower engine in the 
nose of the plane, exerting its great 
force to keep up two miles high, 
seemed to add to the weaving mo- 
tion of the plane. It was impossi- 
ble to keep the sun and bubble in 
the sextant together long enough 
to get a dependable sight. We 
hoped that things would be favor- 
able later on. But this did not 
worry us for our distance was s0 
short that we could hardly miss the 
objective. 

Our altimeter showed us to be 


keeping about the same atmospher- 
ico pressure and we were therefore 
not changing our altitude very 
much. The snow beneath us 
seemed to be getting farther away 
s0 we judged the plateau was slop- 
ing down gently. In the ta of 
the plane was a meteorgraph re- 
cording changes in temperature 
pressure and humidity which aft. 
er the flight would tell the whole 
story. We wonld know the exact 
moment of taking off, the time 
every subsequent change of alti- 
tude and the moment of landing 
at the mountain base and at Little 
America, 

Beneath us somewhere was the 
trail that Amundsen, my friend, 
had blazed to the South’ Pole, a 
trail now buried far beneath the 
snow. My admiration for that 
great explorer increased tremend- 
ously when I saw with what he 
had to contend. In his honor and 
in honor of Baichen and the other 


Norwegians at Little America and. 


the whalers who with such a great 
generosity have helped us, we 
carried the Norwegian flag. 

We carried with us the French 
flag. We had not forgotten the 
extraordinary hospitality France 
showed the trans-Atlantic flyers, 
nor the friendship . demonstrated 
for America at that time and the 
sportsmanship displayed at the suc- 
cess Of Americans in the face of 
the loss of their gallant flyer who 
had set out on a more difficult

thoughts turned to Bubier, Roth 
and Demas back there at Little 
America who had _ conditioned 
them, to my friend Edsel Ford, 
who had built the Floyd Bennett 
and who was the first man five 
years ago to encourage and sup- 


| port by expeditions into the polar 


regions. But the story would stop 
if I mentioned all those I thought 
of at that moment; Scott who with 
his companions had perished on his 
way back; that great soul who had 


shown that there are things more 


important than life and who in 
failure won immortal success. In 
his memory and that of his gal- 
lant comrades and in honor of our 
cousins and friend, the British 
Empire, we carried with us the 
British flag. 

For a moment there flashed 
through my mind the fact that 
some had attempted to start a mild 
controversy covering territorial 
rights of the British Empire and 
the United States as a result of our 
discoveries. What a pity that there 
could be such a controversy! This 
is a peaceful and scientific mission 
trying to extend the boundaries of 
land and knowledge made by those 
heroes who gave their lives here. 
If the spirit of this expedition to- 
ward those gallant men and the 
nation that they represented could 
be known and felt it would add its 
mite toward furthering good fellow- 
ship, a fellowship so vitally impor- 
tant now that our country has 
joined with other nations in a sin- 
cere effort to secure peace and 
harmony for the world. 

The barrier edge was now about 
four hours back. No wonder the 
boys thought I was flying beyond 
the Pole, which was only a little 
more than 300 miles from the bar- 
rier’s edge. The wind had caused 
us to take longer than we had ex- 
pected but at last the big moment 
had come. 


Bottom of the World. 

That imaginary point—the very 
bottom of the world—was ac - 
ing to my reckoning a. 
neath and within our view. 

I handed June the following 
message to radio to our comrades 
at Little America: “My calcula- 
tions indicate we have reached the 
vicinity of the South Pole. Flying 
high for survey. Soon turn north.” 

Balchen turned the nose of the 
plane to the right while I attempt- 
ed to get the altitude of the sun 


with the sextant but there was 
now far teo much movement of 
the piane for results. We knew 
exactly what the altitude of the 
sun should be since the altitude 
of the sun’s center at any moment 
at the Pole is equal to the declina- 
tion of the sun, which at that time 
was 21 degrees and 27 minutes. 
The sun circles that point without 
any noticeable change in altitude. 
We flew on the right for five or 
six miles then circled and flew left 
for an equal distance and followed 
our original line of flight five or 
six miles farther. 

I had wanted to go 60 miles be- 
yond the Pole instead of a half 
dozen but we had been a long time 
in reachihbg it. I saw June's and 
Balchen’s anxious eyes on the gas- 
oline gauges. It would not be fair 
to these fellows to go any farther. 
We turned the nose of the plane 
back toward Little America. 

Tribute to Bennett. 

When we reached the place at 
which we had turned right, we 
opened the trap door and dropped 
the American fiag weighted with 
a stone from Floyd Bennett's grave. 
We stood and saluted the spirit of 
our gallant comrade and our coun- 
try’s flag. That little silk flag 
and that sma!l stone lie together 
at the bottom of the world. 

We were about 2500 feet above 
the pole and the temperature had 
dropped to 15 degrees below zero. 
Visibility was good in most direc- 
tions. But what was direction? 
All directions are north from the 
pole. When we passed over the 
pole we had changed our time a 
whole day. Now we had changed 
it back again. 

We still had a job to do. The

Mayor Seasongood Tells 
How City Has Expanded 
and Increased Services, 
Yet Cut Expenses. 


Cincinnati in recent years has 
been expanding its municipal ac- 
tivities and adding new govern- 
mental services, but its tax rate 


Mayor of the Ohio city, related in 
a luncheon address at the City Club 
yesterday. This was accomplished. 
he said, “by running things as a 
business ought to be run and tak- 
ing advantage of labor-saving de- 
vices.” 

Members of the Chamber of 
Commerce and League of Women 
Voters joined the club for the 
luncheon, the assemblage number- 
ing 400. President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service presided 
and the other members of that 
board and a number of other city 
officials were present. 

Seasongood, a lawyer, led a re- 
form movement in Cincinnati 
which resluted in his election, to 
the City Council under a new Char- 
ter. On Jan. 1 he will enter his 
third two-year term on the Council 
and he has been Mayor, by elec- 
tion of the Council, since 1926. 

Cincinnati’s government was de- 
moralized and the citizens were dis- 
couraged, Mayor Seasongood relat- 
ed in his address, and the voters 
refused to provide sufficient funds. 
Seasongod led an attack on condi- 
tions and one day newspaper re- 
porters, to his surprise, published 
one of his speeches. The political 
organization answered him and the 
battle was under way. A survey 
was made by experts and the for- 
mation of a new Charter resulted. 


Archaic Form Scrapped. 
The Charter, which the people 
adopted, scrapped an “archaic form 
of government,” with 26 partisan 
councilmen elected by wards and 
six at large, in favor of a council 
of nine, elected at large on a non- 
partisan ticket by proportional rep- 
resentation, which gives a voice to 
minorities. There is a city man- 
ager employed as an expert admin- 
istrator and the Charter etrictly 
forbids the Mayor and Council 
from interfering with him, but 
the Mayor retains a considerable 
appointing power and has found 
himself able under the new regime 
to induce desirable citizens to ac- 
cept positions. 

“The new charter was adopted 
by a vote of 2 to 1 against the | 
opposition of the political organi-

| Prof. Reed Pictures Greater 


St. Louis of Million Plus 
and With Interests Con- 
solidated. . 


Reporting to.the Metropolitan 
Government Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce on prelimi- 
nary work for drafting a pian of 
unification of the city and 8t. 
Louis County governments, at the 
City Club yesterday, Prof. Thom- 
as H. Reed, consultant of the City 
and County Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Committee,’ said: ‘The sit- 
uation invites to compromise— 
not complete annexation of the 
county, but some form of union, 
federation or co-operative effort, 
with some centralized and some 
local functions.”’ 

He stressed his conviction, based 
on study, that the St. Louis mu- 
nicipal government would be fi- 
nancially unable to supply the 
whole county with urban improve- 
ments, and the belief that rural 
portions of the county did not re- 
quire such improvements. He 
pointed out the present deficiency 
of city tax revenues, and declared 
that the committee machinery set 
up to consider the problem was 
designed to find out what the peo- 
ple of city and county want and 
to offer a plan in keeping there- 
with. 

“What the people want is just 
as important as what they ought 


3 to have,” he said, and he went on: 


“St. Louis, with 61 square miles, 
has an estimated population for 
1930 of 866.000. The county, with 
487 square miles, will have 200.,- 
000 in 1930. The rate of increase 
for the county in the past decade 
will have been 95 per cent and for 
the city 12 per cent. Not only is 
the county growing rapidly, but the 
city has nowLere else to grow but 
into the county or Illinois. St. 
Louis will have in 1930 a popula- 
tion density of 14,200 to the 
square mile, which is exceeded 
only by certain Eastern cities 
where multiple dwellings are the 
rule, and is at the saturation 
point for cities of this part of the 
country. 

“Only three St Louis wards 
have a population density of less 
than 10,000 to the square gile— 
the First, at the northeast corner; 
the Twenty-fourth, in the south- 
west, and the Twelfth, in the south, 
and those are the only sections 
where there is much room left for 
the city to grow in. The most 
dense population in the county is 
in Maplewood, where the rate 
slightly exceeds 6000 to the squats 


i mile. 


“It is apparent upon the most 
cursory examination that the pop- 
ulation of the county derives ite 
income from S8t. Louis and is de- 
pendent on the city for its life. In 
1927 there were but $4 manufac- 
turing establishments in the coun- 
ty, employing 6497 men, as against 
2697 auch establishments with 109,- 
428 employes in St. Louis. In other 
words, much of the county is truly 
suburban in character, and the 
growth of St. Louis means in fact 
more to the county than to 8St. 
Louis itself, for growth must take 
place in the county. I have dweli 
on these matters to emphasize the 
mutuality of interest which exists 
between S8t. Louis and St. Louis 
County. It is in every respect ex- 
cept politically one community, and 
the best cannot be made of it if 
jealousy-divided councils and ob- 
stinate local particularism are al- 
lowe@ to develop. 

Bitterness Is Menace. 

“The separation struggle of 1876 
left a bitterness in the discarded 
remnant of the county which has 
persisted to some extent, flamed 
into life in the last annexation 
campaign in 1926, and threatens if 
it be not allayed the solidarity of 
the community. It is to this sit- 
vation that the City and County 
Metropolitan Development Commit- 
tee is addressing itself. It is seek- 
ing to find a common ground upon 
wich all can stand. It will can- 
vase all the alterantives; even the 
three embodied in the constitu- 
tional amendment of 1925—annex- 
ation of the whole county to the 
city, annexation of a part of the 
county to the city, or putting the 
city back in the county—should be 
re-examined. 

“It is possible that St. Louis 
asked too much in 1926 and that

Two Departments Need More. 

An increase of $2,443,000, or 
about 16% per cent, is being re- 
quested for the Department of 
State and of $4,079,000, or about 
14% per cent, for the Department 
of Justice. “I feel,” the President 
writes, “that the importance of the 
functions devolving upon these two 
ae es in the conduct of our 
foreign affairs and in law enforce- 
ment and the administration of our 
penal system are of vital concern 
to the nation, and that both de- 
partments require more generous 
appropriations.” 

For welfare work among the In- 
dians and their industrial advance- 
ment, the President asks an in- 
crease of $3,100,000 over current 
appropriations, and for the pro- 
tection of forests, an increase of 
$2,000,000. 

The public building program au- 
thorized by Congress is described 
as proceeding at a satisfactory 
rate.

Britain, unless allowed to have it 
exclusively. The witness did not 
know. 

Chairman Couzens (Rep.) of 
Michigan asked Terrell kis opinion 
of the National Broadcasting Co.’s 
action in refusing to broadcast a 
discussion of birth control by prom- 
inent educators and clergymen a 
few days ago and precipitated a 
general discussion of the subject, 
which developed some colorful 
spots. 

Young to Appear Monday. 

It was announced that Owen D. 
Young, chairman of the boards of 
directors of the General Electric 
Co. and the Radio Corporation of 
America, and author of the Young 
plan for German reparations pay- 
ments, will appear before the com- 
mitee Monday morning. The com- 
mittee is expected to question him 
closely on the charge that the 
Radio Corporation has attempted 
to monopolize the manufacture of 
radio appliances—a charge of 
which it recently was found guilty 
by Federal Judge Hugh Morris, at 
Wilmington, Del.—and also on the 
charge that the corporation has 
planned to monopolize the field of 
radio communication, both on land 
and sea.

The five-day week and even the 
five-hour day are not far distant 
m American industry, these em- 
ployers and labor leaders agreed, 
as the result of the high produc- 
tion in all kinds of commodities 
made possible by modern’ science 
and invention. 

Edgar E. Adams, one of the larg- 
est ployers of labor in Cleveland, 
took a stand in favor of a five-day 
week. He would “start the. ball 
rolling’ by asking President Hoo- 
ver to pet all Government employes 
on a five-day’ Dasis'and have Con- 
gress declare Saturday a legal hol- 
iday, he said. 

Alex F. Whitney, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
was one of the labor leaders .who 
advanced a similar opinion. “The 
railroad industry should be on a 
five-hour day or have a shorter 
week,” he said. “During the past 
five years more thfan 250,000 rail- 


road men have been thrown out of 
work by labor-saving devices.” 

“Labor-saving machines throw 
the workman out of a job, where- 
as he should be the first to benefit 
by them,” declared James J. Ho- 
ban, president of the Cleveland 
Typographical Union. 

Nelson Rupp, assistant to the 
president of the White Motor Co., 
said he personally favored a five- 
day week. He said his company 
endeavored to find/a new place for 
any man thrown out of a job due 
to the introduction of labor-saving 
machinery, and added that this 
company had no age limit barring 
older men from employment. 

Ali these employers and labor 
leaders and many others at the 
conference agreed that the plan of 
spurring public construction proj- 
ects, advocated at President Hoo- 
ver’s recent industrial conference, 
would help the economic situation 
in the near future, but were of the 
opinion that the Hoover plan would 
aid only temporarily.

Makes Newspaper Comparison. 

When Couzens asked ‘Terrell 
what he thought of the action of 
the National Broadcasting Co. in 
refusing to broadcast the discus- 
sion of birth control Terrell said 
he believed a broadcaster should 
have the same power a6 a4 news- 
paper editor in accepting or re- 
jecting material. Senator Pittman 
of Nevada interposed sharply: 

“Do I understand that you make 
no distinction between a pvwblic 


utility, such as a paar gta-} 


tion and a newspaper?” 
“Well, I suppose there is a dif- 


ference,” agreed Terrell. 


“Well, I should say s0,” ex- 
claimed Wheeler. “Do you believe 
that the owner of a telephone sys- 
tem should have the right to ex- 
clude anyone from using the tele- 
phone because the owner didn’t 
happen to agree with: him?” 

Terrell] admitted that would be 
improper, but said it was necessary 
for someone to say what should go 
on the air.

“There are too many independent 
broadcasters with diverse views for 
that to happen. And I agree with 
you that it should never be al- 
lowed to happen.”

ON “DREAM MUSEUM 
Plaster Casts of Masterpieces, 


Lighting and Bigness of 
Plans Stressed. 


should have a modern art museum 
containing plaster casts of great 
sculptural masterpieces, Lorado 
Taft of Chicago, international- 
ly recognized sculptor and one 
of the leaders in the movement to 
enlist a popular appreciation of art, 
said at the City Art Museum yes- 
terday. 

Originals are not essentig! to 
beauty, Taft said, provided the 
casts are lighted properly by sky- 
lights and are arranged in histor- 
ical sequence. His lecture, illus- 
strated with pictures showing the 
effects of proper and 
lighting, was titled “My Dream 
Museum,” and the sculptor said 
that such a museum would display 
its treasures to the best advantage, 
displayed so that they reflected the 
development of art through* the 
ages. 

“Lighting may make or mar 4 
museum,” Taft said, “and the 
lighting system may be planned s0 
as to bring out the beauty of 
every detail of the exhibits. Mod- 
ern work in plaster, too, enables 
museums to reproduce the interiors 
of old museums, which gained 
their effects through laborious and 
patient work.” 

_ Taft said that the sculpture in 
the St. Louls museum is relieved 
by better lighting than exists in 
most European galleries and com- 
mented favorably upon the foun- 
tain in the main sculptural hall, 
saying that it represents a modern 
detail calculated to enable mu- 
seums to exercise a more popular 
appeal. 

The part that lightifig plays in 
making or marring the appearance 
of sculptural exhibits was demon- 
strated by pictures taken in many 
galleries, some of them making the 
exhibits appear distorted because 
they were in a poor light. 

“Here's Salome upside down,” 
Taft remarked, “I guess I'l] have 
to mention this to Miss Garden.” 
Taft, who has lectured at the 
University of Chicago and the 
Chicago Art Institute for 35 years, 
outlined plans for a museum which 
he hopes will be erected in Chi- 
cago. It will be well lighted, he 
said, ani will contain exhibits so 
arranged that even school children 
may understand the significance of 
the periods they represent. His 
efforts to increase a popular ap- 
preciation of sculpture took 
tangible form last spring when he 
visited the high schools, bringing 
with him a one-half ton exhibit. 
containing casts and modeling 
tools, and gave the pupfts a prac- 
tical demonstration of his art. 
Taft gave a bit of advice in the 
planning of museums. 

“Pian it big,” he said, “plan an 
ideal museum, never mind how 
big it is or how much it costs, 
especially if you are unhampered 
by money or land—and so can 
think quite freely—and then take 
what you can get.”

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SETTER ENFORCED 


Tells of Lectures to Agents on 
“Proper and Lawful’? En- 
forcement Methods. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Lec- 

tures on the “proper and lawful’ 

methods of prohibition enforce- 


ment have been given to agents in 
every section of the country, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon in- 
formed Congress today, and all 
agents now have specific instruc- 
tions regarding the rights of citi- 
zens under the Constitution. 

The Secretary, in submitting his 
annual report, did not mention 
controversies which have stirred 
Congress over the use of firearms 
by enforcement officers, but he 
said that lecturers a dninstructors 
had emphasized the. “proper 
method of securing search war- 
rants and of executing them, and 
the technique of making investiga- 
tions of the larger and more im- 
portant cases.”’ 

“The operations of the Treasury 
Department in the enforcement of 
prohibition are becoming more 
stable and more effective,” he said. 
“The activity and co-operation of 
the several bureaus engaged in 
these operations are making the 
business of violating prohibition 
laws more difficult and hazardous.” 

During the fiscal year 1929, the 
report said, prohibition agents had 
arrested 66,878 persons, seized 
automobiles valued at $2,879,013 
and 89 boats valued at $260,845. 

The Prohibition Bureau, it con- 
tinued, was fast being placed un- 
der Civil Service and it was ex- 
pected that within a short time 
all appointments of agents would 
be under Civil Service. 

The Secretary said the policy of 
limiting industrial alcohol] produc- 
tion to the actual requirements of 
the nation, adopted last January. 
hdd proved successful, with the 
result that diversion of the alcohol 
for bootleg purposes had “prac- 
tically ceased.” 

He noted, however, a substantial 
increase in the amount of indus- 
trial alcohol produced which he 
attributed to the development of 
new fields of use. 

There were 5193 convictions for 
violations of the Federal narcotic 
laws during the year and 83,789 
ounces of narcotic drugs were 


seized or purchased as evidence.

am not thinking of mar- 

riage; there is so much that 
needs to be done in the world to 
make people happy!” It was Her 
Royal Highness, Princess Heana of 
Rumania, “the Fairy Princess of 
Rumania,” they call her, speaking. 
She had walked into the tower like 
room of the castle perched high on 
the side of the Carpathian moun- 
tains, dressed in the picturesque 
peasant costume of her native land 
We were surrounded by mysterious 
pine forests, and the sound of 
rushing mountain streams was in 
the air.

“One day I came upon a group 
of gypsies encamped by a stream. 
My arms were filled with flowers— 
wild growing things I had picked 
at random. The gypsies saw me 
and motioned with signs that I 
must approach and have my for- 
tune told. 

“Entirely ignorant of my identi- 
ty, the gypsies solemnly. crossed 
my palm with money, holding my 
fingers close in their grimy hands. 
They solemnly told me many 
things, but insisted most of all that 
a Prince Charming was awaiting 
me, and that I would be very, very 
happy” 


HIS is like a fairy tale, and it 

was as in a fairy tale that I 

found her. The interview had 
been arranged in Paris. Never be- 
fore, even when Princess Ileana 
was in America, had Queen Marie 
permitted her daughter to be ap- 
proached for publication.

UT everyone is indulgent with 
Bu young Princess, the “fairy 

princess of Rumania,” the peo- 
ple call her. They recall her tragic 
childhood, for no child of any royal 
family in Europe suffered so much 
through the war as she. Princess 
Marie Jose of Belgium had to be 
sent to England for safety, but 
there she was at school and among 
friends. 

“My childhood days were spent 
in the midst of the upheaval,” ex- 
plained the Princess ruefully. 
“Shots were fired where we are 
sitting so peacefully now. Often- 
times, it was difficult for food to 
come tous. My schooling was sad- 
ly interrupted. I had to take up 
spelling and arithmetic much later 
than other girls. 

“Even now they are none too 
good, and Mama still makes me 
study with my governess!” 

Glancing about the room I ex- 
pressed my admiration for its ar- 
tistic atmosphere. An individual 
touch was apparent in the selection 
of the beautiful silks hanging over 
divans, soft glow lamps and odd 
pieces of pottery. ‘ 

“Yes, Mama did furnish this 
room,” the Princess told me, “but 
you should see Castile Bran in 


Transylvania. It is even more ro- 
mantic than here, for it was an old 
fortress which in -mediaeval times 
protected the terri.ory against the 
raids of the Turks. It was in ruins, 
but it appealed to Mama, so the 
people of the province presented it 
to her for her very own, and she 
has had it transformed according 
to her own ideas.”
